purse string and figure eight sutures, 
Lembert and Czerney sutures. 
As the 


seamstress 
selects "an 
appropriate 


ttitch for a seam, a buttonhole or an 
tdglng, bo the surgeon chooses Inform- 
inghis lifesaving stitches.— New York 
Sun..

j A skillful surgeon has perfect eonir 
mand of tbe needle at all times. 
There 


are moments during an operation when 
a well placed stitch means saving the 
life pf a patient 
At such 
times the 
skillful surgeon displays a celerity and 
deftness not surpassed infrnbroidery. 


j Instead of a thimble a surgeon uses 
an instrument called a needle holder. 
Itis shaped like a pair of scissors, the 
points of which are blunt clamps. 
The 


needle Is held fast between the Jaws 
of tbe clamps until released by opening 
tbe two blades as scissors 
are opened. 


Then a fresh bold Is taken, and the ac- 
tion repeated with every stitch. 


| To accommodate 
this assortment 
of 


threads special varieties of needles are 
naturally required. A surgeon's "house- 
wife" contains 
needles 
that 
would 


scarcely be recognized as such by the 
uninitiated. 
Besides the needles curv- 


ed In different segments 
of a circle, 


surgeons 
use 
needles . shaped ' liko 


spears. 
Javelins 
and bayonet 
points. 


Some are as long as bodkins, terminat- 
ing in a point like a miniature knife 
blade. 
Others have tbe sharpened end 


triangular, with tbe apices of tbe an- 
gles sharpened to a razor edge. 
Some 


few are formed like ordinary -sewing 
needles, but made of greater 
tensile 
strength. 


Silk thread, such as is used by tai- 


lors, but of the finest <quality and of 
larger caliber, is frequently used. 
The 


stitches are practically nonabsorbable, 
though at times no trace of the thread 
has been found In the tissue at the ex- 
piration of a year..•/

. Horsehair and silver wiresutures are 
nonabsorbable. 
The fluids of the body 


do not affect them In any 
way, and 


once Inplace the stitches 
willremain 
until-fowHWy^reniQy.ed. __ByjomoJ*-** 
asserted 
that silver wire has distinct 


antiseptic properties. 
Nitrate of silver 


Jn solution is known to be a good ger- 
micide. Hence it is argued that a til* 
ver salt lnjuriut^ to germ development 
Is formed by the coritjet ofbody fluids 
withsilver wire. Thus stltcfc sbscesses 
are said to be of rare occurrence whefl 
silver wireis utilized. 


The short, tough tendons taken from 
the tall of a kangaroo furnish surgeons 
with a valuable thread. 
Kangaroo ten- 


don stitches 
will hold fast for many 


days. 
The time of absorption Is esti- 


mated from four weeks to two months. 


;Silkworm gut can be more thorough- 
ly sterilized 
than any other knows 


suture material. 
In preparing 
sutures 


of all sorts the usual method is to boll 
the material in ether, allow it to soak 
for 24. hours, then place it In alcohol 
for a day or two and follow this witi 
a bath of mercury solution. 
Notwith 


standing this thorough- cleansing, "tint 
microscope reveals germs stillpresent 
in varying numbers in many Instances. 
Silkworm sutures 
show fewer micro- 


organisms than other materials treated 
in this way; hence ItIs highly recom- 
mended 
for surgical work. The mate- 


rialis extracted from a silkworm killed 
Immediately before It begins to weave 
its 
cocoon. 
Unfortunately 
for sur- 


geons, 
silkworm sutures 
are not ab. 


sorbed, 
but 
remain 
permanently 
In 


place. 
Cor this reason its use is re- 


stricted to special work.

Catgut 
was -at one 
time obtained 


from members of the feline tribe. Ai 
its use Increased 
the supply ran short 
Experiments 
showed 
that sheep fur 


nlshed 
an acceptable 
substitute. 
-Sc 


catgut used by surgeons. Jewelers and 
makers of musical instruments 
comet 


now from the submucosa, 
or middle 


layer of the Intestine of a sheep. Itii 
the most commonly used of all sutur- 
ing material. 
Catgut stitches are ab 


sorbed In from five to seven days, de 
pending on the individual upon whon 
they are used. 
Inoccasional lnstancei 


catgut stitches have been known to b« 
absorbed in 36 hours. 
By treating 11 


with chromic acid such a suture will 
remain In position for many 
weeks 


Because 
of its adaptability 
and the 


cheapness of the material catgut headi 
the list of surgical threads. 


'.'.Imagine a 'tailor who dellberatelj 
plans to have the stitches he so careful- 
ly sews 'give way;at \a:certain

was better than 


payingfiftydollars for passage. 
The 


very best way to learn the river is to 
go down and scow, 
far preferable 
to 


going on a steamer or even a small 
boat. Sol went to White Horse to 
take the trip and there learned that 
they would not take passengers 
under 


any considerations, 
jRather than miss 


the tripI 
hired out as cook for a scow- 


fleet for five dollars a day and first 
class passage on steamer back to White 
Horse. 
Our fleet consisted of eight 


scows each carrying twenty-five.tons 
of freight.- 


\u25a0 The .scows are flat bot- 


tomed 
boats, 
twelve feet . wide and 


thirty-six 
feet 10ng, 


% each having a 


long oar called a sweep in front and 
behind 
to steer by, :and are run in 


pairs lashed together side by side. The

of sixteen sweep men, 


captain, night;watchman 
and cook. 


We expected to make the run to Daw- 
son innine or ten days but were pro- 
visioned for two.weeks. .Two 
tents, 


one for cooking and one for sleeping, 
were pitched on a scow load of grain 
and baled hay. 
At 8 a..m., Oct. Ist, 


we left White Horse.' 
The sensation 


ofridingon a scow isunlike that of a 
steamer, 
no motion being felt as it 


simply -floats on:the current 
which 


averages six miles an hour. We went 
about fifteen miles and one pair 
of 


scows ran on a bar so the others 
were 


"snubbed.''. 
"Snub" means to tie one 


end of a rope around a post on the scow 
and the-other end toa tree or rock on 
shore and thus 'stop the 'scows. 
This 


sounds 
easy, j but when you consider 


that the scows' and their loads weigh 
about sixty.tons, itis reallyno trifling 
job when the current is swift(and no 
convenient • eddy near. 
The captain 


and sweep men went ashore in a swell 
boat rigged a "Spanish windlass" to a 
couple of trees, and seven hours ofhard 
workpulled the stranded scows off the 
bar. 
The captain said it was too late 


to start- again that day: so he -went 
hunting, bringing back two ducks and 
three grouse. 
Next morning" we start- 


ed at daylight and soon reached 
Lake 


Lebarge, a beautiful sheet of water 
thirty-twomiles long and three to five 
wide. The littlesteamer that was 
to 


tow us across did not start until four 
in the afternoon and it was ,eleven the 
next forenoon before we were across. 
The current sucked 
us in to Thirty 


Mileriver as if it 


\u25a0 were very thirsty, 


but 
we had -only gone eleven miles 


when a bar caught one scow in a very 
bad manner. 
The company's 
agent 


had toldus that a steamer 
would con- 


voy the fleet and pull stranded 
scows 


off the bars 
but failed to keep its 


promise. 
It was dark the next day 


before we were ready to start again. 
We also learned that ourcaptain knew 
nothing at all about the river except 
what he had learned inpassing over it 
in a steamboat. 
The next morning 


was clear and pleasant so weloosed the 
ropes and started. 
The river seemed 


fullof scows. 
Although the river is 


very crooked I 
counted thirteen at one 


time. 
Soon we entered the rapids, for 


Thirty Mile is more than half swift 
water, 
though 
not so bad but that 


steamers can ascend. 
We passed 
the 


wrecks of the steamers Doniville and 
Florence S, also two stranded 
scows 


and shouted' our sympathy 
for 
we 


knew how'it was "ourselves." As we 
swept down the stream Inoticed 
the 


scows didnot make uniform speed as 
the current is not the same across the 
whole river. Soon 
the boss of our 


scows shouted "Give her h-11 boys," 
and as that meant hard work for all,I 
stepped to assist at one of the sweeps. 
We- 


were near the shore 
where the 


current was slower than in the centre 
and a pair of scows in midstream were 
coming dangerously near. In spite of 
the efforts ofboth crews, the stranger 
scows crushed ours againnt the bank 
in a violent manner. 
One corner of 


the right hand scow ran several feet 
upon the gravelly shore, hung and 
scraped whilethe current swung both 
scows around and'on they 
went stern 


foremost but that made no difference 
as bothends are alike. 


Ina short time wenoticed one of our 


scows was sinking and while we were 
not afraid of drowning it was still 
rather 
interesting, especially 
as 
the 


scows 
were perfectly 
unmanageable 


and 
we were in the most rapid and 


crooked 
part of the river, j Not less 


than ten times 'did the scows strike 
the bank witha grindingcrash, 
swing 


round and rush onward the other end 
foremost only to repeat the process in 
from one to five minutes.
